A file format for the compression and storage of color 
images that conforms to the international standards 
stipulated by the ITU-T (formerly The International 
Telegraph and Telephone Consultative Committee 
(CCITT)) and the International Organization for 
Standardization (ISO). The compression ratio can be 
selected, but the higher the compression ratio, the 
poorer the quality of the expanded image. 


NTSC: National Television System Committee, color television 
telecasting specifications adopted mainly in the U.S.A., 
Canada and Japan. 

PAL: Phase Alternation Line,a color television system adopted 
mainly by European countries and China. 

PC Card: A generic term for cards that meet the PC Card 
Standard. 

PC Card Standard: A standard for PC cards determined by the PCMCIA. 

PCMCIA: Personal Computer Memory Card International 
Association (US). 

SmartMedia: A term for the newly developed recording media card 


which was determined in the SSFDC Forum. 
By using the PC-AD PC Card Adaptor (sold separately), 
an SmartMedia can be used as a PC card (Type Il).

that the batteries need to be replaced.

In locations where a power outlet is accessible (usually indoors), the AC-DS7 
AC Power Adaptor (sold separately) provided especially for the DS-7 can be 
used to photograph and play back images for extended periods.

When selecting the mode, bear in mind 
that the quality of the image played 
back varies depending on the 
resolution. Any combination of 
resolutions can be photographed and 
stored on the same image memory 
card.

The focal distance is measured from the front 
surface of the lens to the object being 
photographed. 


Press the shutter button. 









A still image is displayed for 
approximately 9 seconds. 

“REC” or “REC-ECO" flashes in the 
upper left corner of the LCD while the 
image is being recorded. 

Photographs cannot be taken while the 
display is flashing. 

When the “REC” or “REC-ECO" display 
stops flashing, the camera is ready for 
the next shot.

* When taking pictures indoors, the brightness of the image may be affected by 
the flicker of fluorescent lighting.

& Notes On Using Memory Cari 





*To use a card for taking photographs using the DS-7, the memory card must be 
initialized in the camera. 

+ When a card is initialized in the camera, a folder (directory) called “IMFIDX10” 
is created. Image data is then recorded in this folder. 

Do not change or delete the folder or file names on the memory card from the 
personal computer as this will make it impossible to use the memory card in 
the camera. 

+ Always use the camera to delete the image data on a memory card. 

* To edit image data, copy the image data to the computer's hard disk and then 
edit the copied data. 

+ To record image data from the personal computer onto a memory card, use the 
software provided by FUJIFILM. 

For details, refer to the Manuals for the FUJIFILM software. 
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In Erase mode, you can erase single frames, all the frames on a card, or 
initialize (format) a card. When using an image memory card for the first time, 
always initialize the card before use.

@ Storing Data 


¢ In the situations listed below, recorded data may be erased (destroyed). 

Please note that FUJIFILM accepts no responsibility whatsoever for the 

loss (destruction) of recorded data. 

When the card is used incorrectly by the owner or a third party. 

* When the card is exposed to static electricity or electrical noise. 

* When the card cover is opened or the card is removed and the camera 
switched off during data recording, during data erasing (card 
initialization) or during frame advance when images are being played 
back. 

© Back up important data onto another medium (MO disk, floppy disk, hard 
disk, etc.). 


@ Notes on Handling Memory Cards 


* Never open the card cover or remove the card, thereby switching the 
camera off, during data recording, during data erasing (card initialization) or 
during frame advance when images are being played back. These actions 
could result in damage to the card. 

* Use only the card specified for use with the DS-7. The use of other cards 
could damage the camera. 

* Memory cards are precision electronic devices. Do not bend, drop, or 
subject cards to excessive shocks. 

* Do not use or store memory cards in environments likely to be affected by 
strong static electricity or electrical noise. 

* Do not use or store memory cards in very hot, humid or corrosive 
environments. 

Take care not to touch the card's contact surfaces or allow the surfaces to 
become soiled. Use a dry lint-free cloth to wipe away any soiling that does 
occur. 

* To avoid exposing the card to static electricity when you carry or store it, 
always keep the card in the special static-free case provided. Use a storage 
case if available. 

* Do not carry memory cards in locations such as a trouser pocket. This 
could subject the card to excessive force when you sit down, thereby 
damaging the card. 

* Acard may feel warm when it is removed from the camera after extended 
periods in recording or playback mode. This is not a fault. 


Note the points listed below when 
using batteries. 

Read the battery instructions and 
safety notes carefully to ensure that 
you use the batteries correctly. 


* In cold locations, the time for which the 
batteries can be used is shorter. In 
addition, repeatedly turning the camera 
‘on and off consumes battery power even 
‘when no photographs are taken. 

* To obtain maximum use from your 
batteries, switch the camera off as 
promptly as possible. Use the LCD to 
check the picture composition after 
shooting. 

* To increase the time for which batteries 
can be used in cold locations, warm the 
batteries by placing them in your pocket 
and then load them into the camera just 
before you take the pictures. If you are 
using a heating pad, take care not to 
place the batteries directly against the 
pad 








Use long-life (1,000mAh) Ni-Cd 

batteries. 

‘* The capacity of alkaline batteries varies 
greatly depending on the brand. Some 
brands may have significantly shorter 
lives than those supplied with your DS-7 
camera. 

* Do not use manganese or nickel-metal 
hydride batteries. 

Due to their extremely low capacity, the 
life of manganese batteries, if they 
operate at all, will be only a fraction of 
that obtained from Ni-Cd batteries. 

* Do not use new batteries together with 
used batteries and do not use batteries 
of different types together. 





* Remove the batteries from the camera if 
the camera will not be used for a long 
period. 

* If any liquid at all leaks from the batteries, 
wipe the battery compartment thoroughly i 
and then load new batteries. 

* Always keep the contact terminals 
clean. 

Soiled terminals shorten the life of the 
batteries. If the batteries have not been 
used for a long period or if the 
terminals are soiled, load and remove 
the batteries several times to improve 
the terminal contact. 

* Store the batteries in a cool dry place. If 
left for long periods in a hot place, the 
batteries will discharge and the battery 
life will be shortened. 


« If the batteries are used for a long period, 
the camera grip and the batteries 
themselves may become warm. This is 
not a fault. For long periods of 
photography or playback, use the AD- 
DS7 AC Power Adaptor (sold separately). 

* When the camera is used in hot 
conditions, a safety feature operates that 
switches the camera off as a protective 
measure. This is not a fault. Wait until the 
‘camera cools down again and switch it 
back on. 





The optional accessories (sold separately) can make taking pictures with the 


DS-7 even easier. For information on how to attach and use the accessories, 
refer to the instructions provided with the accessory used.

@ Places to Avoid 


Do not store or use the camera in 

the following types of locations: 

* Very humid, dirty or dusty places 

In direct sunlight or in places 
subject to extreme temperature 
rises, such as in a closed car in 
summer. In extremely cold places 

* Places subject to strong vibrations 

* Places affected by smoke or 
steam 

* Places subject to strong magnetic 
fields (such as close to motors, 
transformers or magnets) 

* For long periods in contact with 
chemicals such as pesticides or 
next to rubber or vinyl products 


@ Do not expose the camera 
to sand. 


The DS-7 is particularly adversely 
affected by sand. In sandy locations 
such as beaches or deserts, or in 
locations where there is windborne 
sand, ensure that the camera is not 
exposed to sand. This can cause 
faults that may be irreparable. 


@ Notes on Condensation 


\f the camera is carried suddenly 
from a cold location into a warm 
place, water droplets (condensation) 
may form on the inside of the 
camera or on the lens. When this 
occurs, switch the camera off and 
wait an hour before using the 
camera. Condensation may also 
form on the image memory card. In 
this event, remove the card and wait 
a short time before using it again. 
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@ When the Camera is 
Unused for Long Periods 

If you do not intend to use the 

camera for a long period, remove 

the batteries and the image memory 

card before storing the camera. 


@ Care of Your Camera 

* Use a blower brush remove dust 
from the lens and LCD and then 
wipe lightly with a dry lint-free 
cloth. If any soiling remains, apply 
a small amount of lens cleaning 
liquid to a piece of FUJIFILM lens 
cleaning paper and wipe gently. 

© Do not scrape the LCD with a 
hard object as the surface 
scratches easily. 

* Clean the body of the camera with 
a soft dry cloth. Do not use volatile 
substances such as thinners, 
benzine or insecticide, as these 
may react with camera body and 
cause deformation or remove the 
coating. 


@ When Taking an Airplane
